Incidents of Teaterfiay.
During the whole of the day Friday,

until about 3 o'clock in the afternoon, the
mercenaries from Missouri had" posses
tdon of the ballot-bo- x and the passage to

it, and controlled it as far as they were

disposed. ilrABBOTT, one of the judges
of the election, who desired to see the
law enforced to the letter, felt compelled
to vacate his seat, when it was. readily fill

ed by a pro-slave- per?oa whether one

of the imported ones from Missouri we

are not informed.
Mr. Edwix'Boxd, who went there in

the" morning to discharge his obligation
as a citizen, was forcibly ejected from the
ground, and pursued by an angry crowd
to the bank of the river with curses and
threatenings of destruction, andcompelled
to jump down the declivity, when a re
volver was discharged at him, and a ball
narrowlyescaped his head. He ranalonjr
the beach, and finally escaped unscathed.

Mr. Wilus was also threatened, but
through the influence of friends, who
knew his danger, wa3 prevailed upon to
leave the ground, and to this circumstance,
probably, he owed his safety.

-- Mr. C. Steabxs, who represented him
self as a correspondent of the 2T. Y. Tri
lune, and appeared upon the ground with
pencil and note-boo- k, came in for a share
of their hatred. It seems he had no de
sire to "go up" at present, and esteeming

prudence the better part of valor," re
tired to the " country' where report says
he is sojourning at our present writing.

Mr. Page, at the boarding-hous- e, was
assailed, and for a short time appeared in
danger from a revolver in the hands of a
sou of Bacchus; but a friend at his left,
with a pair of similar instruments, gave
tone to the circumstance, and caused the
mercenary to cower, and finally leave the
premises. , ,

The greater part of those from Mis-

souri who voted in this city left in the
afternoon, and removed their encamp-
ment to the Wakarusa, seven miles dis-

tant. . Their places here were filled at
nine or ten o'clock by those who had
gone to Tecumseh the night previous.
It appears a portion of the latter number
had resolved to destroy the Herald of
Freedom Office, with two or three oth-

er buildings and had signified their in-

dention, in such a manner as to reach the
ears of some of our citizens. Accord-

ingly measures were taken for defense in
case of an . attackl During the .whole
night patrolling parties from the enemy
on horseback, were riding at intervals
through town, apparently making obser-
vations ; but they met everywhere the
night guard, and probably concluded the
better way would be to leave without
committing any act of violence.

We repaired to the polls at about ten
o'clock in the morning, bat retired on the
assurance of numerous friends that we
were in great personal danger, thinking
it best to defer our rights as an elector to
a later period in the day, when it was

hoped better order would prevail. At
about four o'clock we again visited the
polls, and discharged our duties as a free-

man without molestation. It was the
first time we ever appeared at the ballot-bo- x

with an instrument of defense, and
wo trust it will be" the last time it will be
deemed necessary to bo guarded with a
retinue of friends, each provided with
bowie-kniv- es and revolvers, besides hav-

ing several of the latter instruments about
our owii person ready for immediate use.

Several individuals were severely crowd-

ed and their clothes torn on their passage
to rote, and some, who were in a hurry
to get away, were compelled to make
their exit over the roof of the building to
the opposite side of the house to escape

the crowd.,. -
'

On the part of our citizens there was
no worn or gesture usea to incite me
passions of the invader; on the contrary,
ihe most prominent men were conversed
iwith freely, and every caution used to
.prevent excitement on the part of alt.---

Had a melee commenced it would Tiave

(beeo general, and hundreds would hare
alien victims. ,j

" Our own people made no
,display of means of defense ; but, had
the occasion demanded, instrumentalities

quite as effective as revolvers would have
been called in requisition.

The Missourians had two carronades
on te "ground, but showed much good

sense in keeping them as much out of
sight as possible.

know, that, without an exception, the
Free State vote in this district was a unit
on Friday , last. At the' convention on
the Saturday, previous, every other issue
was waved, and the only interrogations
put to candidates in nomination were :--

"Are you in favor of making Kansas a
free Str.te? . If elected to represent us in

the next Legislative Assembly, will you
use all honorable means in your power,
by vote and influence, to, make it a fees
State ?" These two simple questions
answered in the afarmalive, without eva
sion, was all that was required at the
nominating convention a week ago y,

and with one exception was cheerfully
complied with. In that instance the can
didate was dropped, and a new one puton
the ticket in his place.

The wisdom of our course at timt time
has more fully appeared since, than it did
nt the moment of the transaction. ; Prior
to the adjournment of the convention, Mr.
Chapman the ; person alluded to
upon the platform, pledged hi3 opposition
to the successful nominee, and remarked
that Missourians had a right to come into
the Territory to control the elections, and
publicly invitsd them to do so. He has
been rewarded for. his treachery to free-

dom by being placed upon the pro-slave-
ry

ticket, and elected by imported voters.
The editors of the Free State. wo rejrret

to say, so far forgot their position as to
oppose the nomination of the party of
freedom. If thy are wliat they profess
to be they will live to see the day when
they will rue their recent position.. Those
who are in favor of making Kansas a free
State cannot conscientiously support a
paper which labors to produce discord,
instead of harmony. One of the editors
of that paper presided over the delibera

Election in the Tecumseh District.
On. Thursday night last, after it was

satisfactorily ascertained that the number
of persons imported to this election' dis
trict from" Missouri was greater than the
occasion demanded, a company of two
hundred was detached from the encamp-
ment just west of this city, and between
nine and ten o'clock at night took up
their" line of march for Tecumseh, with
the view of overbalancing the larjre num-be- r

of free voters in that district, a ma
jority of whom are located at Topcka.
Thev arrived at their destination in time
to "participate in the fraud there practiced
upon Ihe ballot-bo- When they had
accomplished the object of their mission

they returned in a body to their encamp-

ment in this city, where they remained
till this --Saturday morning, when they
took their final departure for Missouri.
Their whole stay in Kansas cannot, ex
ceed four days ; their purposes were de-

clared all along the route and they ex

pressed a determination to return to Mis-

souri as - soon as the election was over,
and yet they claim they had as good a
legal right to fhe. elective franchise here
as any person in-th- Territory.

M r. D oolittle, latel-- - from w York,
gives us the full particulars of the pror
ceedings at Tecumseh on Friday". He
says the polls were opened at the regular
period by. tho Judges appointed by the
Governor; that all but Mr. Burgess re-

fused to take the oath prescribed ; that
after numberless threat of violence to
Mr.. B. unless ho would resign," during
which a pistol was thrce times snapped
in his face, and a club flourished over his
head, he proclaimed tliat, inconsequence
of the mob without, and threats of vio-

lence to the"board, the election was ad
journed. The mob then selected a new

aboard, with two drunken secretaries, who

took possession of the ballot-bo- x, and
allowed no person to approach it unless

he was right on the f goose question," a

slang phrase used among the Missourians,

implying they are in favor of extending
the institution of slavery over Kansas.

3so questions were asked the voter as
to hU citizenship or place of residence ;

no oath was administered, or other test
required, save an assurance- - of support

to the pro-slave-
ry ticket.

An aged gentleman, who felt disposed
to exercise the privileges conferred upon
him by the laws and constitution, ap

proached the ballot-box,-wh- he was of

fered a pro-slave- vote.' He remarked

that he did not vote that ticket, when
some one knocked off his lat,' another
cuffed him,' while a third applied the
boot, and forced him from the ground,
threatening to put a bullet through him
unless he tett'instantcr. - - ' -

The friends of freedom, finding them-selv- es

borne down by the invaders, qui-

etly retired from the polls ; and we are
assured no free Sate votes, other than
three or four; were cast in that district,
thouglvthat party was largely in the ma-

3D minutes
to freedom. ' He showed by the laws of
emigration, that Kansas must from the
very nature of the circumstances which
surrounded it, become a free State ; that
the liberty-loving- ," free born sons of the
north and west would pour in by thou
sands, and settle upon her broad prairies,
making her valleys teem with wealth
and her bills joyous with the. shouts of a
population, none of whom were slaves

The challenge, given by the chivalry of
the south, was accepted by Mr. Seward in

the following terms :

"Comeon, then, gentlemen of, the
slave States 1 Since there is no escaping
your challenge, I accept it in behalf of
rreedom. We will engage in competi
tion for the virgin soil of Kansas, and
God give the. victory to the side that is
stronger in numbers, as it is in llight."

About ten months have elapsed since
the u tterance of those memorable words,
which deserve to be recorded on the title
page of Kausas , history, during which
time thou-and- have left their homes in

the East, South, and West, arid Liken up
their residences on this battle-groun- d of
freedom". - The late census returns shov-

ed that, thus far, everg election district in
Ike Territory was settled by a large ma-

jority of voters from the free States, and
that, if left. to the ordinary course of
things, the Legislative Assembly of the
Territory would be a unit upon the sub
ject of human ' rights. But, it seems,

this could not be. A secret organization
was got up in Missouri, and under the
representation to the gullible 'that the
New England Emigrant Aid Company
